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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-7, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Thomas et al (7,165,863). 

• Thomas discloses a deformable illumination module with a plurality of circuit boards 
that have at least one optical emitter arranged thereon, respectively, and that are 
connected into a chain by way of two electrical power supply wires wherein the 
electrical power supply wires are configured to run without interruption across all 
circuit boards of the chain thereby creating a parallel connection of the circuit boards 
of the chain. (figs 1-5) 

• At least one further electronic component is arranged on a circuit board, in addition 
to the at least one optical emitter, and electrically connected to the optical emitter. 

• Wherein the electrical power supply wires are connected to form a bundle between 
two circuit boards, respectively, in order to reinforce the connection between two 
circuit boards, .(figs 1-5) 
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• The circuit boards are grouped into a plurality of circuit board pairs and wherein the 
optical emitters, respectively, of a circuit board pair are connected by way of a 
connecting wire between the two circuit boards, .(figs 1-5) 

• The optical emitters are light-emitting diode component parts. 

• The power supply wires between two respective circuit boards run in a meander like 
fashion, .(figs 1-5) 

• wherein the circuit boards are tapered in the direction of their ends that are pointed 
toward each other and wherein .the power supply wires run together, starting from 
the widened middle part, along the edges of the circuit boards, .(figs 1-5) 

• (Original) Illumination module as claimed in claim 1 wherein both the bending radius 
between two circuit boards as well as the distance between the two circuit boards 
can be varied. (inherent since wires are flexible, figs 1-5) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Thomas 
etal. 

Thomas et al discloses the claimed invention except for the recitation of the 
circuit board formed in a hexagon or octagon. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to form the board of Thomas 
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in the aforementioned shape, since it has been held by the courts that a change in 
shape or configuration, without any criticality, is nothing more than one of numerous 
shapes that one of ordinary skill in the art will find obvious to provide based on the 
suitability for the intended final application. See In re Dailey, 149 USPQ 47 (CCPA 
1976). It appears that the disclosed device would perform equally well shaped as 
disclosed by Thomas et al.
